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Our Two Foreign Policies and Why 
Nothing Can Be Done Before November 


Reports from Washington seem to indicate that Repub- 
lican leaders in Congress are swinging towards a draft 
plan which would register men, 18 to 26, but would not call 
any of them to active service unless absolutely necessary. 
According to the Associated Press, one administration offi- 
cial. who asked that his name not be disclosed, has con 
ceded that universal military training has no chance for 
passage this session. 

If this information is accurate, and there is every in- 
dication that it might be, the pattern for the future becomes 
somewhat clear. By invoking the war-time draft registra- 
tion, congressional leaders provide the machinery needed 
for mobilization if the foreign situation makes this necessary. 
In’ the interim. this plan gives Republicans, who, after all 
are the majority party, an opportunity to look deeper into 
our affairs abroad and see exactly what should be done 
about it. For ironic as it may sound in days like these, 
our country is now operating under two foreign policies. 
There's one—led by President Truman and Secretary Mar- 
shall—which views everything abroad with alarm and a 
“gall to arms” while the other—generally the Republican 
view—prefers to “wait and see” and then act accordingly. 
Sixice the GOP controls congress, it becomes quite apparent 
which of these attitudes will prevail as the United States’ 
foreign policy. 

There have been few other times in American history 
when a situation such as we have today existed. Here on 
one hand, we have Mr. Truman leading the United States 
in one Wirection, usually without consulting congress, and 
then having to backtrack because he suddenly realizes 
that he does not have the support of the legislative branch 
of the government. For an ex-senator, Mr. Truman some- 
times demonstrates very poor judgement in his dealings 
with congress. 

Congress, on the othe 
always seek to muster up a two- 
can pass desired legislation over the President's veto. The 
tax cut bills are the most repeated examples. On foreign 
alieirs, congress has its own ideas and they seem very often 
to differ with those of the President. As a result there 
must be exchanges back and forth with the American peo- 
ple becoming the sounding board for the two divergent ideas. 

So, with two foreign policies, each pulling almost in 
opposite directions, and with a Democratic administration 
and a Republican congress and the presidential election 
due next November, is it any wonder that we don't seem 
to have any unanimity in our dealings abroad? Until we 
elect a president who has the support and respect of 
congress and who is willing to consult with congress, 
there is very little likelihood that this situation will be 
very much improved.
